A PROCLAMATION 


Commanding all Perſons being Popiſh Recuſants, or ſo reputed, to 
depart from the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and all othier = 
Places within Ten miles of the fame. 5 


CHARLES R. 

n bercas the Lo2ds Spiritual and Tempozal, and Commons in Parlia⸗ 
ment Afembled, having taken into their ſerious Conſideration the 
Bloudy and Traiterous Deſigns of Popilh Recuſants againſt His 
Majeſties Sacred Perſon and Government, and the Pꝛoteſtant Re- 
ligion, have (foꝛ pꝛevention thereof) moſt humbly beſought His 
Majeſty to iſſue foꝛth his Royal Pzoclamation, to the effect, and foz 

purpoles hereafter mentioned: The Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty 
1 hath bern G:acioufly pleaſed readily to condeſcend thereunto; And 

doth by this His Royal Pzoclamation ſtraitly Charge and Command all perſons being 

Popiſh Recuſants, oz ſo reputed, that they do on oꝛ befoze the Seventh day of November 

next enſuing (under pain of His Majeſties higheſt Diſpleaſure, and of the ſevereſt Exetu⸗ 

tionof the Laws againſt them) depart and retire themſelves and their Families from

His Majeſties Royal Palaces of Whitehall, Somerſet Houſe, and St. James, the Cities of 
London and Weſtminſter, and from all other-Places within, Den miles diſtance of the ſame : 
And that no Perſon being a Poyilh Recuſant, o2 ſo reputed, ds-pzeſume at any time here- 
after to repair oꝛ return to His Majeſties ſaid Palaces, oz any of them, o2 to the ſaid 
Cities, 02 either of them, oꝛ within Ten miles of the ſame, 

P2ovided , That nothing befoze contained, ſhall extend to ſuch Houſholders dwelling 
within the ſaid Cities, oz either of them, oz in any —— fort in Ten miles of the 
ſame, who being Traders, crerciſing ſome Trade oꝛ Manua pation, have been 
there ſettled foz the ſpace of Twelve Months laſt paſt , in Houſes of their Own, and 
have not an Habrtation elſewhere, and who ſhall give in their Names, and the Names 
of all other Perſons in their Families, to the two nert Juſtices of the Peace. And 
His Majeſty doth ſtridiy Charge and Command, That immediately after the ſaid 
Seventh day of November, the Conſtables, Churchwardens , and other Pariſh Officers 
within the laid Cities, and either of them, and within Ten miles of the ſame, do go 
from Houſe to Houſe in their ſeveral Pariſhes, Hamlets, Conſtabularies, and Di⸗ 
viſions reſpectively, and there take an Account of the Names and Surnames of all 


ſuch Þerſons. as are Popich Recuſants , oz reputed ſo to be, as well Houſholders as 


Lodgers, 02 Servants, and to carry a Liſt of their Names to the two next Juſtices 
of the Peace, who ave hereby Required and Enjoyned to ſend foꝛ them, and every of 
them, and to tender to them and every of them, the Daths of Allegiance and Dupze- 
macy, and to commit to Pꝛiſon till the nert ſucceeding Seſſions of the Peace, all 
ſuch Perſons as ſhall refuſe the ſaid Paths, and at the ſaid next Seſſions to p20- 
ceed againſt them accozding to Law: His Majeſty hereby giving the ſaid Juſtices to 
underſtand, That the better to enable them to tender the ſaid Paths; _=_ Pajeſty 
hath Commanded reſpective Commiſſions to be iſſued under His Gꝛeat Deal of En- 
gland, to the Juſtices of Peace within the ſaid Cities of London and Weſtminſter , and 
the Places within Ten miles of the ſame, to Authozize and Require them, oz any 
two of them reſpectively, to adminiſter the ſaid Paths accozdingly.
